Information Disclosure Statement 
Information disclosure statement filed 12/1/2003 has been considered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

An add/drop wavelength multiplexing/ demultiplexing devices are well known and 

common in the art. For example, US Patent Application Publication 2003/0215177 Al and US 

Patent 6,433,924 Bl teach such devices. 

US Patent 6,249,625 Bl to Pan teaches an add/drop multiplexing/ demultiplexing device 

that is closest to the claimed device of the instant application. 




Figures 5 A and 5D of Pan reference teach first input channel, second input channel 
('add'), first output channel, second output channel ('drop'), a connecting channel wherein the 
radiation carried by the first input channel and the second input channel reaches a filter ('47'), 
the filter passes radiation of a predetermined wavelength to the second output channel (Fig. 5D), 
and reflects the remaining wavelengths through the connecting channel ('74'), reaching the filter 
and reflected again (Fig. 5D), the reflected radiation of the remaining wavelengths and the 
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radiation of the second input channel passing through the filter are received by the first output 
channel (Fig. 5D). . 

However, none of the prior art, including Pan reference above, all the features as 
mentioned above, and further comprising a switch member that has not just one but plurality of 
filters, wherein the switch member is movable among plurality of positions, as claimed in the 
instant application. Pan reference above neither contemplates, nor allow the possibility of 
switchable and movable filter member with plurality of filters. Further, there is no obvious 
motivation why one of ordinary skill in the art would make such a significant modification as to 
include switchable plurality of filters in Pan's device.
